The two briok plants in Akmolinsk, one eemimechani zed 
and the other a home workshop, are operated Inefficiently. 


Adequate supplies of ruch raw materials as gypsum, alabaster, Lime, 
tone, marl, ^ white and colored clay are found in the vicinity. 
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
